ples, to rule and reign over them 
Freemen 


cannot consent that a candidate for the high 
office of Governor of a free and indepen 
dc-nt State, should come into office bearing 
proscription and persecution on his very trout. 
Freemen « iil not sacrifice the rights, the lib- 
cities, the happiness, and prosperity, they 
now enjoy, by placing <nerthem a Governor 
who piofesses no principle but persecution, 
and i-: guided by no rule but proscription.— 
>"o ! Men \\ho are now protected by wise, 
and just, and equal and libeial L -s, will nev- 
er consent to become the slaves of political 
Demagogues, who mav stiive to obtain pow- 
er by means the most dangerous, and to ex- 
ercise it for purposes most unjust. 


Members of'the'LegisUture have been elec- 


ted from th;s country, and others, by that par- 
ty. 
Now, vi e ask intelligent citizens of all 


parties, what act have they done, of a puhl'c 
natuie, bearing upon the cause of their elec- 
tion ? All can answer, "none ;" which fully 
proves that this struggle about Masonry is an 
unprofitable and barren contest.

perity, as citizens of a Free Government—our 
policy, for the promotion of our best inteiests, 
as a people, have no connexion with it.

The Jour- 


nal of 1823 proves that Joseph Ritner oflered 
a resolution to lay an annu.il Tax of ?150,000 
upon the estates of the people, when there 
w'as no necessity For it : and the same Journal 
proves that he voted to appropriate 5100,000 
to the Chesapeake and Delaware 
Canal, 


which is located in the State oi Delaware, and 
of no profit or advantage to the Citizens of 
Pennsylvania. 
Tho Journal of 1824 proves 


the acts of'the Legislature upon the Can.il 
question and its commencement ; which, to 
getherwith the following loimia!s,~un to that 
of 1826 7. prove ckiirly and indisputably, that 
Joseph Kitner Voted for all acts for th'e ma- 
king of Canals and Kail-roads, at the expense 
of the State—cutting up the State in e\ery 
direction,'and in many distant and detached 
places—voted to pledge the State foi their 
completion, which he knew, from estimates 
before him, would require the expenditure of 
FIFTKEN M I L L I O N S of dollars at lea«t — 
and for every law he voted, he also voted to 
borrow money by the 
MILLION-, for the pay- 


ment of ,which the faith and wealth of the 
State were pledged. 


Let every mm, who suspects this state- 


ment, examine for himself, and lie will find it 
true 
Joseph Ititner was then left out of the 


Legislature ; but it was too late—the evil was 
done. 
The l.uvs for the making of Canals 


and Hail Roads, in every section of'the State, 
were parsed by his votes—and passed, that 
they should be made at the expense of „the 
Commonwealth, with money borrowed on 
the pledged wealth of the state. 
In obedi- 


ence to these laws, contracts were made, the 
woiks commenced, and some finished ; and 
twelve millions expended when Gerrge Wolf 
was elected Governor, in 1829. - Taxes were, 
at that time, the consequence of the extrav- 
agance of the svstem, for which Joseph Hit- 
ner voted throughout. Geort-e Wolfjiad all 
this time been serving his native county, Nor- 
thampton, in Congress. 
When he became 


Governor, by a majority of26.400 votes over 
Joeqph Kitner, difficulties had presented 
themselves upon ever} side, of such an em- 
barrassing nature, that anv but an extraordi- 
nary man -Aould have sunk under them — 
LJWS passed to make Canals and Rail-Roads 
in every section of the State, at the expense 
of the State—contracts sealed and delivered, 
binding the State to pay the Contractors for 
making them—some of the-works finished— 
some partly done, and some just commenced 
—the credit of'the State gone, and no money 
in the Treasury—the contractors and their 
hands, in many places, starving- for want of 
bread—and twelve millions then expended ! ! 
This was the situation-of Pennsylvania when 
George Wolf became Governor. 
Wh.it was 


then to be done, was the question. Joseph 
Kitner had vo'ed that the works should be 
made, at the e\pen-e of the Stale—contracts 
were entered into, binding the State to carry 
the laws into effect. 
To disgrace and ruin 


the credit of the State, by abandoning the 
works, would not do : Everv honest and in- 
telligent citizen did oppose it ; for we would 
then not only be taxed"for the payment of 
twelve millions of dollars, then expended in 
the digging of worse than useless ditches, but 
the debt would have been increased beyond 
calculation, to redeem our broken contracts, 
and in the liquidation ofd.images to contrac- 
tors, and to the owners of land, who were 
damaged by taking and cutting their soil, 
without any advantage.

State foret er. These works would then have 
remained a living monument of the extrava- 
gant follv of Joseph Kitner, and others.

In accordance with previous notice, a. very 
crc and respectable rueeling of the former 


supporters of Andrew Jackson, and other per- 
sons dissatisfied with the present Adminis- 
tration of the Gen era!

sorted to, to justify the injurious and wanton 
attack; public opinion, distinctly and delibe- 
rately expressed, has been setat nought; the 
Judiciary and Legislative branches of the 
Government have been defamed by the Exe- 
cutive.. and indignities publicly offered to the 
Senate, who arc his Constitutional advisers; 
unjust and odious distinctions between the 
rich and the poor, the native citizen and the 
foreigner, have been improperly attempted to 
be raised, to excite pernicious prejudices, with 
the hope of effecting a political object ; all 
power and authority have been claimed as 
centering alone in the Chief .Magistrate — and 
pernicious practices have been introduced 
under tin's extravagant assumption : pious 
and unoflendinir citizens have been iirnomin-

Resolved, That us citizens of the U. Stales, 


and of the Statu of Pennsylvania, we deplore 
the course of the Administration of the Gen- 
eral Government — as being opposed to our 
groat, leading, and essential interests ; and, 
as Gen. Jackson has arrayed himself and his 
whole influence in the opposition, and has a- 
vowed to the world Ins opinions, so inimical 
to our interests, opposed to ourprinciules, and 
subversive of our prosperity'as a nation — we 
are constrained to declare, that we will use 
all lawful and honorable means to PREVENT 
HIS RE-E LECTION. 


After the adoption of the resolutions, a 


committee, previously appointed to drall an 
Addiess, reported the following— which was 
unanimouslv adopted by the meeting : 
TO THE PUJ3L1C, AND ESPECIALLY 


TO THE CITIZENS OF AD- 


AMS COUNTY. 


We address yon, fellow-citizens, under an 


appointment, by a respectable meeting of 
Citizens of Adams County, held in Millers- 
Town. Onr design is. to shew the impio- 
prietyand the absolute danger of re-electing 
Gen. Jackson to be Piesident of the United 
States. 
Many of our constituents were ori- 


ginal friends of the General, and continued so 
until the appearance of his famous Veto 
Message; some abandoned him sooner ; and 
others never were in favor of his election. 


Topics of much importance crowd upon 


the mind ; but to notice every subject, how- 
ever briefly, would swell our Address to too 
great a length. -It is a work of some diffi- 
culty. and requires some skill, to make a 
proper selection. 


The first position we assume is, that the 


best interests of the country require tiie U. 
S. Bank to be re-chartered; but if General 
Jackson be re-elected, our hopes in that par- 
ticular will he blasted, and our interests sac- 
rificed. 
He declares his opinion that the 


Hank is unconstitutional; and if so, iftiiat 
was a <jood reason with him heretofore, for 
its rejection, it will always be equally decis- 
ive. It cannot be passed by two-thirds of 
Congress, or become a law against his con- 
sent. Whatever changes might be made in 
the election of Members in (he House of Rep- 
resentatives, the Senate cannot be changed : 
consequently, the re-eiection of Gen. Jack- 
son is the positive destruction, of the Bank. — 
We say he had no legitimate right to reject 
the bill on constitutional grounds. Soon af- 
ter the adoption of the Constitution, under 
the administration of Gen. Washing-ton, and 
through the special recommendation of Alex- 
ander Hamilton, the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury, a construction was given to the Consti- 
tution by Congress, in winch many of the 
distinguished men who framed that instru- 
ment participated, recognizing the power 
contended for. A Bank was then establish- 
ed, which was continued till 1811. 
It was 


again revived iu 1816 — having been appro- 
ved, and been recommended by all the suc- 
cessive Administrations, and by the People ; 
and in this general approval is included the 
solemn adjudication of the Supreme Court of 
the U. States direcuy on the subject. 
Ex- 


tensive and valuable rights have accrued, 
and titles to property vested, under these 
successive sanctions, so that the right of 
Congress to establish the Bank has become a 
rule of property* ; and any attempt in the 
President now, after near furty years' acqui- 
escence, to question its validity, is a palpable 
violation of the true spirit and meaning of 
that sacred instrument. 
And we deny with 


equal confidence his constitutional right to 
vr:Lo the bill on the grounds of expediency. — 
The subject had been discussed before the 
Legislatures of many of the States, and be- 
fore the people: and through their Represen- 
tatives in Congress, a deliberate opinion had 
been expressed by a majority of both Houses 
in its favor, 
indeed it had been referred 


by Gen. Jackson, in his message of 1831, to the 
people and their Representatives, for their fi- 
nal action upon it. Il was then an old sub- 
ject, coeval with the Constitution, fully dis- 
cussed, and well understood — parsed upon by 
Congress in the usual course of legislation. 
There was no surprize — no haste — no pre- 
cipitancy in the matter. 
It was not thus 


acted upon, until after Gen. Jackson had. 
three several times-, in his annual mcssmcs, 
jwes-sed it upon the consideration of Con- 
gress.

A- 
notlior illustrious instance is added, in his 
late refusal to carry into cflect a law duly 
passed during the administration of Presi- 
dent Monroe. It required surveys to be 
made preparatory to the making of certain 
internal improvements in the State of New- 
York. 
These surveys, out of the public 


funds arc deemed unconstitutional, according 
to the inidcrstuiidiiifr oflhe General, and the 
work is arrested. 
These cases embrace vi- 


tal principles. 
They are fundamental.— 


They enter" into the frame and construction 
of the government. 
Will we silently look 


on, and will we lend on raid in tearing to tat- 
ters the Constitution of our government, and 
look on complacently tit it falling in frag- 
ments about our ears'.' 


But the President alleges that winding up 


the concerns of the Bank, and calling in the 
loons, will be "a light thing," and occasion 
butlittle pressure on the people, lie thinks 
that paying the interest upon the loans,for, a- 
few years, will be absolutely ruinous; but 
paying up the principitl, is but of little mo- 
ment.0 A proposition so absurd, requires no 
reply. ' The accommodations of'the Bank are 
upwards of 80 millions of dollars: 30 millions 
in the West alone. 
The charter ,has now 


but four years to run. The moment it is fi- 
nally decreed that it cannot be re-chartered, 
the work of collection, and a refusal to dis- 
count, must begin. Its bills, mortgages, &c. 
exceed 70 millions of dollars. These sums 
must be paid. It_will call'upon merchants, 
city banks, brokers, and other customers".— 
They will call upon country banks, merch- 
ants, and their customers ; and the country 
banks and merchants will call upon their cus- 
tomers and debtors: rand this huge sum of 
money will thus have to be collected," when, a 
general scarcity has been produced,and when 
one neighbor cannot help another. 
The' 


pressure and the distress will be universal; - 
and the amount of property, forced into the 
market, at tiie same moment, when therejs 
no money to purchase, will renew the horri- 
ble distresses.that ravaged our country a few 
years ago. 
This-may fie light to Gen. Jack- 


son, who has his farms and his.hundred ne- , 
groes, and has received"for his public servi- 
ces, out' of the Treasury, not less than two 
hundred thousand dollars.

But he alleges the renewal of the charter 


would be a gratuity to foreigners of 7 mil- 
lions of dollars. 
He means to.be understood 


a gift totfoat amount, taken from the people. 
The assertion is ridiculous;~but, if true, th'o 
withholding- of the charter would take from 
our own citizens, 8.400,000'dollars; or.'up- 
on his own mode of calculation, by including 
the advanced nrice.of stock, the loss would er. 
qual 16,500,000 dollars. But if the renewal 
of'the charter would tin a gratuity io foreign- 
ers, of 7,000,000 dollars, who hold only one- 
fifth of the stock, would it not, on the same 
principles, be a gratuity of five'times the a- 
mount, viz. 35,000,000 dollars lo'our own cit- 
izens !

It seems to rn-ieve the General decply,,that 


by chnrreriu»-'the Bank, the price of slock 
held by foreigners would be increased ; but 
be has no sympathies for the wulow^ the or- 
phan, and the native citizen, who would be 
ruined by withholding it. The objection, 
however, is founded in misconception of our 
interests. Our country is new ;uu] flourish- 
ing beyond example. We only want cupitnl 
to consummate our on ward march to prosper- 
ity. Every facility afforded for foreigners 
embarking their capital here, at a sure and 
moderate rate of interest, is a national and in- 
dividual benefit. When canals, roads, brid- 
ges, honses,and other valuable improvements 
arc made, it is of little consequence tojn- 
quirc, whether the money that made them 
was borrowed from a foreigner or a native.— 
The objection of the President to the amount 
of the capital stock of the Bank, is in exact 
keeping with his oilier objections. 
JIe alle- 


ges that the former U. S. Dank, created, in 
1700, with a capita! of SI 1,000.000, was com- 
petent to perform all the duties required of it 
by government "with safety and despatch ;" 
and thence argues, that a similar amount 
would answer ihe purpose now.
